Would 
he statemen should have also the 
ability to analyze below the sur- 
face, Recent events in the news 
would seem to indicate that one 
aspirant to the White House either 
is gullible or thinks little enough 
of the American public to assume 
that it is an easy mark. The “open 
letter’ from Henry Wallace to 
Stalin is a case in point. Following 
quickly upon the heels of the Smith- 
Molotov Notes, Wallace’s “letter” 
had the effect of keeping everyone 
in Europe jittery about the United 
States, making the Administration 
appear to be caught napping, and 
reassuring many American citizens 
in their attractive illusion that 
there's a cheap, easy, and infallible 
solution to Russo-American tension. 
It is very difficult to believe that 
Henry Wallace doesn’t know better. 
Purpose of American “Note” 
Doubtless the Smith-Molotov 
Notes gave Wallace his opportunity 
to make political hay and to play 
upon the emotions of the American 
people. The origin of the Smith- 
Molotov affair would appear to be 
simple and sincere. The Adminis- 
tration wished Russia to be under 
no misconception that an election 
year would render the United 
States less able to deal with a 
Soviet policy of expansion; it want- 
ed also to emphasize that American 
economic aid to Europe, support of 
Western Union, and domestic rear- 
mament were not measures de- 
signed to encircle Russia. In brief, 
the United States was suggesting 
that Russia shouldn’t persuade her- 
self that America might be unable
